To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Strood  Rural  District  Council ® 


Mr*  Chairman 9  Ladies  and  Gentlemen^, 

This  report  follows  the  usual  pattern  of  previous  years 
being  mainly  concerned  with  the  sanitary  circumstances  in  the 
area  and  also  includes  a  summary  with  comment  on  the  vital 
statistics  relating  to  the  area  of  the  Rural  District  Council* 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  as  experienced 
locally  appears  to  require  special  comment  as  it  was  the  first 
complete  year  of  notification  of  Infectious  Jaundice  under  the 
Public  Health  (infectious  Disease)  Regulations ,  1968*  Notifications 
numbered  112  and  experience  of  following  up  cases  by  visits  to 
house  and  schools  showed  that  the  infection  was  under  recorded* 

Two  village  commimities  were  the  main  centres  of  the 
disease  and  the  only  obvious  connection  lay  in  the  adult  male 
population  many  of  whom  worked  at  an  oil  refinery  in  the  area* 

The  outbreak  commenced  July  1968  and  reached  a  peak  incidence 
during  the  months  of  January  to  May  1969o  Towards  the  end  of  the 
period  human  normal  immmoglobulln  became  available  for  use  in 
family  units  but  from  the  small  number  of  persons  involved  it  was 
not  possible  to  assess  its  value  in  controlling  an  outbreak 
although  Its  use  in  institutions  has  been  well  documented* 

Two  deaths  occurred  during  the  epidemic  neither  of  whom 
were  notified  but  in  which  the  infection  was  recorded  as  a 
contributory  cause  of  death* 

Research  workers  hold  out  hope  that  the  virus  may  soon  be 
identified  and  then  one  might  commence  to  understand  more 
clearly  some  of  the  epidemiological  problems  which  require  an 
answer*

The  occurrence j,  during  an  epidemic  of  family  contacts, 
who  show  all  the  symptoms  and  some  of  the  signs  of  the  disease 
apart  from  skin  and  conjunctiva  discoloration  and  other  mild 
gas tro- intestinal  upsets  with  nausea  might  well  indicate  wide 
dissemination  of  the  virus  in  the  community  with  only  a  small 
percentage  going  on  to  show  the  typical  picture  of  the  illness* 
In  our  present  state  of  knowledge  we  treat  the  infection  as  an 
encremental  disease  and  advise  the  rigorous  enforcement  of  the 
basic  principles  of  personal  hygiene  and  control  of  sanitation*

The  birth  rate  using  the  comparability  factor 
showed  that  the  Rate  for  the  Rural  District 
continued  to  be  in  excess  of  the  Rate  for 
England  and  Y/ales  which  this  year  was  16,3 
per  1000  population*

The  still-birth  rate  was  9*3  per  1000  total 
births  and  remained  well  below  the  National 
figure  for  England  and  Wales  which  this 
year  was  13^0  *

More  than  one  ease  was  notified  in  24  families 
but  subsequent  house  visits  showed  the 
likelihood  of  spread  within  the  home  as  under 
recorded. 

One  ease  in  an  adult  aged  26  years  was  notified. 
After  hospitalization  he  made  a  good  recovery. 

No  virus  was  recovered  in  faecal  specimens 
from  himself  or  his  immediate  family  contacts. 
The  County  Medical  Officer  arranged  for 
children  at  the  village  school  and  persons  in 
the  neighbourhood  to  have  oral  vaccine. 

One  ease  was  notified  in  Stoke. 

The  total  number  remaining  on  the  register 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  115  being  14  less 
than  the  total  at  the  same  time  on  the  previous 

year. 

One  death  in  a  person  aged  49  was  attributed 
to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis® 

3  new  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
and  one  of  Non-Pulmonary  were  received. 

ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH 

No  clearance  areas  were  reported  to  the 
Health  Committee  and  no  demolition  orders 
made.  Two  clearance  orders  comprising 
16  houses  were  confirmed  by  the  Ministry 
and  3  Closing  Orders  were  made.  Undertakings 
not  to  re-let  for  human  habitation  were  given 
by  owners  of  17  properties  and  a  further  13  were 
reported  to  the  Health  Committee  for  action 
owing  to  sanitary  defects. 


HYGIENE 


The  total  number  of  dwelling  houses  in  the 
area  of  the  Council  has  reached  12,992. 

The  great  majority  10,637  are  connected  to 
the  foul  sewer  while  2,355  drain  to 
cesspools*  The  past  era  of  sanitation 
is  still  represented  in  the  district  by  the 
presence  of  109  houses  still  using  pail 
closets  and  5  with  privies. 

Mains  water  supply  for  domestic  use  is 
practically  universal  in  the  district  with  only 
32  properties  served  by  standpipes  and  14 
on  private  supply  (roof  rainwater  collection). 
xhe  Medway  Water  Board  are  the  water  under¬ 
takers  for  all  parishes  in  the  district  with 
the  exception  of  Balling  which  is  served  by 
Mid  Kent  Water  Company ,  and  their  officials 
are  ever  ready  to  advise  when  difficulties 
present® 

STAFF  Mr.  D.W.  Wrighting  left  the  Cornell  in  August 

and  Mr.  DeJ.  Ainaley  was  appointed ,  commencing 
his  duties  in  September,  1969® 

Mr®  P*G*  Hill  successfully  passed  Ms  final 
examinations  and  was  appointed  to  the  Public 
Health  Inspectorate  in  December.

At  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health*  Circular  1/69  the  following 
comments  are  recorded  s- 

All  parishes  except  Hailing  are  provided  with  a  public  water  supply 
operated  by  the  Medway  Water  Board*  Hailing  Parish  is  supplied  by  Mid 
Kent  Water  Company* 

The  water  has  proved  to  be  satisfactory*  both  in  quantity  and  quality, 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  resident  domestic  population  and  37  bacteriological 
and  2  chemical  samples  were  taken  during  the  year*  Supplied  from  wells 
both  within  and  outside  the  Rural  District,  the  hardness  of  the  water 
ranged  between  230  and  310  parts  per  million* 

The  chemical  analyses  are  shown  on  pages  11  and  12* 

The  water  is  not  liable  to  have  plumbo- solvent  action*
